His 
conceit  of  his  own  abilities,  ms  le 
him  Bifdain  to  afk  the  opinion  of 
any  uader  lii3  command    and  the 


Indians  who  would  have  been  his 

fafeft  guards  againft  falling  into  an 
ambulcade,  werefo  difgufted  by  the 
haugtuinefs  of  his  behaviour  that 
moli  of  them  forfook  his  banners'* 

The  h'ftorian  having  related  that 
he  left  CqJ.  Dunbar  with  eight  bun 
dred  men,  to  bring  up  the  ftoresf 
pro  villous,  and  heavy  baggage,  as 
faft  as  the  nature  of  the  fervice  would 
permit,  proceeds  thus :  —  tC  That 
with  the  other  twelve  hundred  men, 
together  with  ten  pieces  of  cannon, 
the  neceftary  ammunition  and  pro- 
visions, he  marched  on  v.  irh  fo  much 
expedition,  that  he  feldom  took  a- 
ny  time  to  reconnoitre  the  woods  or 
thickets  he  was  to  pafs  through  ;  as 
if  the  nearer  he  approached  the  ene 
my,  the  farther  he  was  removed 
from  danger. 

11  On  rhetthdf  July  (1755)  he 
encamped  witnin  ten  miles  01  Fort 
duQieine,  (now  Pittsburgh])  ind 
although  col.  Dunbar  was  then  near 
forty  miles  in  his  rear,  and  his  offi- 
cers, particularly  fir  Peter  Halket, 
earucllly  entreated  him  to  proceed 
with  caution,  and  to  employ  the 
friendiy  Indians  who  full  were  with 
him,  by  way  of  advan-ed  guard 
in  cafe  of  ambufeades  ;  \et  here 
fumed  his  march  the  rext  day,  with- 
out 10  much  as  endeavouring  to  get 
any  intelligence  of  the  fituaiicn,  or 
diipofition  of  the  enemy,  or  even 
fending  out  fcouti  to  vifit  the  woods 
and  thickets  then  on  both  (ides  ot 
him,  as  well  as  in  his  front. 

With  this  carelefsnefs  he  was 
advancing,  when,  adour  noon,  he 
was  fainted  with  a  general  fire  up- 
on h:s  front,  and  all  aiong  his  left 
flank,  fiom  an  enemy  fo  artfully 
concealed  behind  the  trees  and  bufh- 
es  that  net  a  man  of  them  could  be 
feen,  and  who  had  cunningly  given 
the  whole  army  time  to  enter  the 
defile  before  they  begin  to  fire. 
The  van  guard  immediately  fell 
back  upon  the  main  body,  and  in 
an  inflant  the  panpic  and  c  nfuiionf 
particulcrly  of  the  regulars  became  ge- 
u .  ■  . ,  t  i'm.'.  /U  j£  them  fled  with 
great  precipitation,  notwuhftt*ding 


all  that  their  officers  fbme  of  whom 
behaved  very  galentiy,  could  do  to 
ftop  their  career. 

u  As  to  Braddock  himfelf,  he  dif- 
covered  at  once  the  greateft  intftpidi' 
ty,  and  the  highelt  imprudence  ;  fiat 
inftead  of  ordering  a  retrea:  till  he 
cculd  fcour  the  woods  from  whence 
the  fire  came,  with  grape  (hot  from 
the  ten  pieces  of  cannon  he  had  with 
htm*  or  ordering  flanking  parties  of 
his  Indians  to  advance  againft  th^e- 
nemy,  heobfttnately  continued  upon 
the  (pot  where  he  was,  and  gave  or* 
ders  fcr  the  few  brave  officers  and 
men  who  remained  with  him,  to  form 
regularly  and  ad  ance.  While  this 
was  doing,  his  men  tell  thi^k  about 
him,  and  almoftall  his  officers  were 
fingled  out,  one  after  an  other,  and 
k.ded  or  wounded;  for  the  Indians 
who  always  take  aim  when  they  fire# 
and  aim  chiefly  at  the  officers,  dif- 
tinguiibed  them  by  their  dre:s.  At 
lait  the  general,  whofe  ob  Hnacy 
feemed  to  increafe  with  the  danger, 
after  havi  g  had  f>ve  hones  fhot  un- 
der him,  received  himfelf  a  m  dquet 
ball  through  the  right  arm  and  lu  gsf 
cf  which  he  died  tour  daysafter,  ha« 
ving  been  carried  offt;  e  field  b>  the 
bravery  of  heut  col.  Gage,  and  ano- 
ther  of  his  offficers.  VV  hen  he  drop* 
ped  the  confulion  of  the  few  that  re* 
mamcd  turned  into  a  downright  and 
very  disorderly  flight,  though  no 
nemy  appeared,  or  attempted  to  at- 
tar k  them.  Bur  \vhar  was  verv  ex- 
traordinarv  the  wsUhidff$  much  de/pifef 
t?  the  fJtrffel,  \\o\  onl)  were  lels  ar- 
reted by  th  s  pannic,  and  pieferved
